An inquest was held on the remains of Anita Plhoebe Thomson 


jthls morning, Coroner C. L. Tisdale presiding. After a full investi- 
gation of the facts it was found that Miss Thomson's death was 
purely accidental, the dominating cause of her death being heart 
disease. Miss Thomson was .injured in an automobile -accident nine* 
months ago, sustaining injuries to her heart, from which she never 
recovered. The verdict, declaring her death accidental, in full, is 
as follows: 


"We, 
the jury, do find that the name of the deceased was Anita 


Phoebe Thomson, a native of California, aged 23 years, and that 
she came to her death on the 10th day of June, 1911, at about 8. p. 
m. at 107 Thirteenth street, Oakland, Alameda county, California^ 
and that death was caused by marked valvular disease .of the heartj 
and anemia, augmented by inhalation of illuminating gas while 
she) 


was lying unconscious as the result of a fainting spell produced by^ 
said heart condition, while she was endeavoring to light said gas,, 
after having turned -the same on—the 'underlying cause of said 
anemia and contributory to said heart condition being injuries sus* 
tained by her in an automobile accident about nine 'monthsi'ago.

SAN FRANCISCO, June It—Siipertct, 


Judge Seawell signed 'an orfler today aiJ. 
lowing John F. Seymour to remain tha 
nominal chief of police, but which at th«j 
same time does not in the least Interfere 
with tho status of D. A. White as thf 
acting chief. 


The result is that while both men will 


occupy rival offices In the Hall of Justice. 
White will continue to be the real head 
of the department until his appeal from 
the ruling In Seymour's suit Is settled by 
the Supreme Court. 


The order made today was prepared by 


the attorneys for both sides, and simply 
prevents -White, from using physical force 
to obtain possession of Seymour's office 
and books and from .interfering with Sey- 
mour's use .of the same. 


SIGNS DECISION. 


.-> .Superior.". Judge--SeaweU- this^ajternooa 
signed the decision rendered orafiy 'loy 
him on Monday completely quashing the 
original charges of Captain O*Day against 
Chief of Police Seymour. These Include 
a writ of certiorarl, a • restraining order 
preventing the commission from trying 
tha chief, and an Injunction restraining 
White from Interfering with him.

Last Session of Legislature Added Laws 


'That Make Speeding Dangerous 


for Chauffeurs 


At the last session of the legislature 


there were three bills cast, each adding 
a section ti the'Penal Code of the state, 
which was specially Intended by fines or 
imprisonment or both of .owners or op- 
erators of automobiles who becc-me re- 
sponsible for tha injury.of people by the 
reckless running of their machines, or 
who, by reason of Intoxication, cause the 
injury of other persons. 


All these measures 
were Introduced 


by Senator Campbell of San Luis Oblspo 
and were signed by the Governor. The 
sections added to the Penal Code are as 
follows: 


AUTOMOBILES IN COLLISION. 


"367c. Whenever an automobile, motor- 
cycle, or other motor vehicle strikes any 
person, or collides with a.ny vehicle con- 
taining a person, the driver of. and all 
persona In such automobile, motorcycle 
or other motor vehicle who have or as- 
sume authority over such driver, shall 
Immediately cause such automobile, mo- 
torcycle or other motor vehicle to stop, 
and shall forthwith render to the person 
struck, or to the occupants of such ve- 
hicle, all needed assistance, including- the 
carrying of such person or occupant-to a 
physician or surgeon for medical or sur- 
gical treatment, it such treatment seems 
to be required, or If such carrying is re- 
quested by the person struck or occupy- 
ing 'such vehicle; and 
such driver and 
person having 
or assuming 
authority 
over- him, shall forthwith give to the 
occupants of such vehicle or 
person 
struck, the number of such automobile, 
motOry.cle or other motor vehicle, with 
the name and address of the driver and 
of each person in such automobile, mo- 
torcycle or other motor vehicle at the 
time of such striking or collision. 
Any 


person violating any provision ' of this 
section la punishable Ijy Imprisonment 


in the sta.te prison not exceeding five 
years, or in the county Jail not exceed- 
ing one year, or by flue not exceeding 
$5000, or by both * such fine and 
im- 
prisonment." 


DRUNKEN AUTO DRIVERS. 


"367. Any person operating- or driv- 
ing an automobile, motor cycle or other 
motor vehicle who becomes or is intoxxi- 
cated while so engaged in operating or 
driving sucb automobile, motor cycle or 
other-motor. vehicle shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor."

367c. Any person operating or driving 
an automobile, motor

therefore unconstitutional, null, void, 
and of no effect." The document goes 
on to say that unless the matter-is 
settled 
forthwith 
much 
harraasing 
legislation will result and avers that 
many persons engaged in the opera- 
tions of hotels have -been threatened 
with arrest. 
The exception to the law concerning

"You have .heard recently from some 
quarters that-the department has, with- 
out cause, attacked several newspapers 
and periodicals and that a policy of of- 
ficious interference with the business of 
publishers has been inaugurated.' 


SOME DISHONEST. 


"It is a painful fact that .while the 
'great bulk of "the newspapers and periodi- 
cals 'of the country are honest .and law 
abiding, there are some that 
-wilfully 


trample the law under foot and have nc 
regard whatever for jsostal laws or the 
rights' .of' others. 
If any have felt the 


weight of the law, It is because they have 
Invoked It, not because It has been -un- 
justly imposed."

relatives over the telephone, will prob- 
ably reco'ver from the effects of the 
drug, according to his physicians.

Gladding Is at the Providence hos- 
pital, and his nurse states that he 
spent a quiet night. 


That Dr. Gladding took morphine 


•with suicidal Intent after brooding for 
several days 
over 
marital 
trouble 


which resulted In h!s wife leaving him. 
Is stated by friends. . The : physician 
warned them of his intention to take 
his life, as he was In despair over the 
wreck of his married life. The police 
were notified of his attempt to commit 
suicide before the event, and tried to 
forestall his action, but were prevent- 
ed from so doing by his action in 
locking and barring the door Into his 
house. 


WEDS 1ST BERKELEY. 


Dr. Gladding was married about ten 
years ago, when he was residing in 
Berkeley. His married life since that 
time has been a hfl.ppy one, says his 
ansoclates, until very recently, when 
there was trouble between the hus- 
band and wife. Last week Mrs. Glad- 
ding suddenly left her husband, tak- 
!rig her children, who are step-chil- 
dren of the physician, with her. 


Left alone !n the silent house, which 
had been the scone of happy gather- 
Ings during the pant decade, Dr. Glad- 
ding 
brooded 
over 
the 
loneliness 


which had suddenly become his lot 
In the world. He finally accepted the 
situation as Irrevocable, and told, a 
friend that he did not desire to live 
under the old circumstances, and that 
lie'meant to "end It all." 
Yesterday Dr. Gladding telephoned 


to his step-daughter. 
"I have taken enough morphine to 


end it all," he said, and placed the re- 
ceiver of the telephone on the hook. 
The police were immediately notified, 
and Senator John titetson, who had 
been Cladding's attorney for some 
re-ars. hurried to the house.

harmless vagrant, the superior eourt'rec- 
ord of the suit instituted by his wife, 
Eva Anna Annofsky,' of FrultviJe, In 
May, 
1905, for divorce, shows that during 


his marital relations with her he was 
anything but moderate in temperamen 
and deportment. Mrs. Annofsky obtain- 
ed her decree on the ground of extreme 
cruelty and failure to provide, and the 
testimony shows that Annofsky not only 
cursed her and called.her vile names, bu 
frequently kicked and struck her with 
his fists, threatened to kill, her, and 
when She wao forced to go to work be 
cause 'he did not support her, brutally 
maltreated her when »he refused to turn 
over to him every cent she earned by 
her labors. For nearly a year prior to 
tho final separation, Mrs. Annofsky sup 
ported her husband and - their child ant 
in this connection she told the .cour 
that her misery almost crushed the life 
out of her.

"I almost died once of a broken hear 


through my husband's abuse," the woni 
an tearfully remarked to the court, "bu 
now that I see' what kind of a man 
have married, my heart is,alienated."

Again an tffort is being made to sell the Calaveras grove of 


big trees to the government. This -time the price is $1,000,000.. 
When the first attempt was made to get the government to pur- 
chase the grove to save it from destruction the price was $250,000. 
If that was not paid the owner, threatened to at once cut down the 
trees and saw them into lumber. The government did not buy and 
the trees were not cut down,'for the excellent reason that they were 
worth standing many times their value cut into lumber.;- 


The next time it was proposed to stll the grove to,Uncle Sam 


the price had risen to $500,000. That was after a sentimental ap- 
peal had been made to save the trees from destruction. .That ap- 
peal has been renewed from time to time and the price the govern- 
ment is asked to pay has been raised. It now has reached the figure 
of a round million. It is urged that this sum is a small .one to pay 
for the preservation of such a magnificent group of forest giants as 
the Calaveras grove. 
Besides, Uncle Sam is rich, you know, and 


there is a conservation craze on. 


The Calaveras big trees ought to be preserved, but there is no 


reason why the government-should pay many times .what they are 
worth for them. As a commercial proposition the Calaveras grove 
and the section of land on- which it is situate is not worth $100,000. 
If the owner, a Dxiluth man named Whiteside, cannot sell to the 
government he cannot get that sum out of the property by cutting 
down the trees for lumber, or by any other method of exploitation. 


If the place is kept as a pleasure resort the trees must be al- 


lowed to stand. If the trees are cut down and the forest adjacent 
devastated the property is ruined. 


But the owner of the grove is merely running a bluff when he 


threatens to cut the trees down. They are practically valueless for 
lumber or any other commercial purpose, and they are so .large that 
the cost of felling and sawing them is nearly prohibitory. The land 
is of little value for agricultural purposes, and the ordinary timber 
standing on it is not worth a"yery large sum. Hence the 'price the 
government is asked to pay is beyond all reason. A campaign of 
-.entiment is being waged all over the country to get the govern- 
ment to pay a foolishly extravagant price-for the grove. 


1 
The Calaveras grove ought to be preserved and the govern- 


ment should buy it and three or four hundred acres of the land con- 
tiguous. But not at the exorbitant price demanded. Nor should 
the public allow itself to be deceived and played, upon by artful 
schemers who are working a laudable sentiment for a sordid pur- 
pose. The Tuolumne, Merced-and Mariposa groves are included in 
the Yosemite National Park and will be carefully preserved.' TJhe 
Calaveras trees are in the hands of private speculators who are 
threatening to destroy them in order to bluff the government into 
buying them at an outrageous price. It is a mercenary game in 
which nature-lovers and sentimentalists all over the Union are de- 
luded into aiding. 
. 
„ 


Doubtless the Burglars' Union endorses the police' situation in 


San Francisco. It is one to be viewed with regret and apprehension 
by judicious-minded and law-abiding citizens. Judge Seawell is-an 
able and upright jurist, but he has managed by contradictory rulings 
to get things in a terrible mess. It now devolves upon him to. 
straighten out the tangle as- quickly 'as possible. Public necessity 
demands prompt and imperative action that will restore order and 
vest authority in the police' department in some person, for immedi- 
ate exercise. As matters stand nobody knovys who is Chief of 
Police and the members of the department do not know who to 
obey or what to do. The situation is intolerable and demoralizing. 
A decision that will decide something, although erroneous in law, 
would be infinitely better than the confusion that now prevails. 


.They Have Put Another One Over on the Peerless Leader 


Reform has scored again at Sacramento. Three watchmen at the 


State Capitol have been dismissed and their places given to Lissner- 
Rowell leaguers. The discharged watchmen are Republicans and 
were appointed by a Republican Secretary of State, but they'have 
lost their positions because the man who appointed them is persona 
non grata with the gentlemen who are uplifting and reforming the 
body politic by grabbing everything in sight in the shape of patron- 
age. 
We understand that the busy hand of reform will soon begin 


reaching for the patronage at the State'Prisons.. The political: re- 
generation of California cannot be said to be complete till the Liss- 
ner-Rowell League has hornswoggled every job in the State worth 
having.

The Purpose of the Roof 


It does not require close examination to demonstrate that the 


amendment Senator Root has had tacked to the Canadian reciproc- 
ity agreement was not offered in good faith.' The purpose of it is 
plainly hostile to .the reciprocal arrangement; in other words, the 
amendment was devised to defeat the agreement or delay its ratifi- 
cation by the Canadian Parliament. Yet Senator Root professes to 
be in favor of reciprocity with Canada. 
• 


The Root amendment provides that wood pulp used for paper- 


making' produced in the United States shall be admitted to the 
Dominion free of duty. Now the wood-pulp men in this country 
have been contending that the admission of wood-pulp from Canada 
free of duty will ruin their industry. 'They are telling Congress-they 
cannot compete on equal terms even in this countiry with Canadian 
producers, but they ask for the Root amendment that they may 
compete with the Canadians in their own territory. If they can 


._ compete with the Canadians in Canada they' surely can compete 


with them in the United States. What they ask in the Root amend- 
ment directly contradicts the assertions they make as arguments 
cgainst reciprocity. 


In itself the matter is a small one, but the Root amendment 


reopens the whole question. If.the Senate adopts it the bill will, 
have to go back to the House, where other amendments will be 
offered by the foes of reciprocity—amendments that will .so load the 
agreement with objectionable features that the Canadians will be 
likely to reject it altogether or send it back for further revision. 
Should'the House reject the Root amendment, the bill would have 
to go to conference between the two Houses.' If the House'should 
make further .changes, the bill would be sent-back to-the Senate for 
ratification. 


In case any change is made in the', agreement'by Congress, the 


Canadian Parliament will have to assent to it; There is the same 
sort of opposition to reciprocity on the Canadian side of the line 
that there is in the United States. It is.an opposition based upon 
selfishness and political expediency. Asjn the United States, the 
opposition to reciprocity in Canada is making the farmer a stalking 
horse. In the Dominion it is asserted- that reciprocity will be the

ruin of the agricultural industry;in'Canada. In the-States border- 
ing on Canada it is asserted that reciprocity will ruin agriculture 
in the'United States. 
. 


The Root amendment is designed to give vantage' ground for 


opposition on. both sides of the border. It is an insidious device to 
dislocate the terms of the compact so that the reciprocal agreement 
will fall to the ground in a mutual dispute. 


President Taft sees through the scheme; indeed, it is •remark-- 


able that anyone .should fail to see through., it. He is not deluded 
by false friends and their sharp practices. Hence he stands by the 
agreement as it was > originally framed and has set his face against 
tinkering with.itJh Congress. The fight now is to have the Senate 
strike out the Root amendment and pass the bill as it came from the 
House. If that is .done reciprocity will becom'e an assured fact. If 
not, it is likely to fail altogether. 


Doubtless Judge Gary can prove by Colonel Roosevelt that the 


purchase of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company by the Steel 
Trust was prompted by philanthropic motives. Colonel Roosevelt, 
then. President, suspended the Sherman Act to permit of -the ab- 
sorption. This is convincing proof of the philanthropic character 
of the transaction.

WAR AEROPLANES 


If the British authorities got .Into, the 


high bylns game rather late In the flay 
they are at leaat very earnest about It 
now. The war office has a "special sci- 
entific staff" at the 
national 
physical 


laboratory making a series of Important 
tests in the development of military aero- 
planes. The department experts do not 
regard the present types as approach- 
Ing In any "degree the Ideal for war pur- 
poses. 
: • • 
v 
- 


•The experts studying the .subjects have 
de vlcea by which it Is possible to determine 
with minute accuracy all the disturbances 
to which a machine Is subject either 
through alteration In the position of Its 
planes or through air currents. 
These 


experiments are. made with delicately- 
constructed models In what Is. known as 
the laboratory "wind channels." • Other 
experiments are being made to find alloys 
of great strength combined .with lightness 
by which wood, which 'Js unsuitable for 
war purposes, .may bo replaced in the 


structure of the machine. It Is hoped In 
the long run to produce an.aeroplane far 
tougher'and far more stable than any as 
yet in use. 


In' the meantime practical work with 


the best machines available Is not nglect- 
ed. The work at the military, demonstra- 
tion ' held'' some ten days, ago at the 
Hendon Aerodrome by the Parliamentary 
Aerial Defense Committee Included dis- 
patch carrying, bomb throwing and scout- 
ing. Missiles were dropped at heights of 
200 and 1000 feet "with fair accuracy." 
Bodies of troops sent out without the 
knowledge of the aviators were decteded 
and reported, and, swift..flights with test 
messages were made in time that even 
automobiles could not have equaled ex- 
cept on roads' cleared of all other traffic, 
an Impossible condition In war. 


A final demonstration was .that of "pacK- 


ing and unpacking machines for trans- 
portation. This ., was 
accomplished 
In 


periods ranging from nine to eleven min- 
utes.—N. T. Sun.

These cousins later 


moved to Galena, HI., where the mother 
of Mrs. Wheeler married Captain"' John 
Palls O'Neill, a descendant of the famous 
O'Neill, Prince of Ulster, to whose estate 
Mrs. Wheeler is also thinking of institut- 
ing a claim. 


In 1896 an old will, purporting to have 


been made by Solomon Sublett,vwas dis- 
covered, in which he stated that he 
wished a certain portion of his estate 
to eo to his own relatives, among whom 
was Mrs. Wheeler. Thereupon the Bar- 
est of these got together and decided to 
institute a contest for their portion of 
the 
property. 
The 
case 
was - fought 


through the courts, culminating lii the 
notice received by Mrs. Wheeler of tfia 
decision of the Siipfe'rrie Court. 


Mrs. Wheelar fids many papers and 


letters showing that her mother, Mary 
Anil Sublet^ was a. first cousin of th» 
fariious brothers; and thai the relation- 
ship was always acknowledged by them.
